Old County Home, Once Stately 
Residence, Now Houses School 


In ‘Home Making’ For NYA Girls

The old Tom Law home, on top 
the river hill at Blba, houses a 
school for home makers, some- 
thing that has been needed in this 


world ever since Eve fashioned the 


first garment of fig leaves, 

The 31 young women between 
the ages of 18 and 25 years en- 
rolled in its classes had the cour- 
ege and good, practical judgment 
to choose training toward that job 
that every woman expects ulti- 
mately to fill—that of wife and 
mother presiding in her own home, 

Most of them: came from fam- 
‘lies of slender income, Only one 
of them is a high school gradu- 
ute. They know that the doors 
of colleges and business schools 
swing wide open only to those 
who have a high school diploma 
and more money than they possess- 
ed, but they were undaunted in 
the hopes and ambition of youth, 

The National Youth Administra- 
tion was planned for just this type, 
On May 18, 1940, a home-makers 
class for NYA girls was opened 
in Elba, Mrs, Oswell Dowling, a 
gentle, soft-voiced woman, house- 
wife and cook of wide reputation, 
was made supervisor, 

From all sections of Coffee 
County girls, 21 of them, came to 
enroll in its classes. The number 
soon increased and an average of 
80 has been maintained during the 
five months of its existence. 

The school is a day project, with 
eight hours a day work experi- 


ence, The girls attend in relays 
of 15, alternating every two 
weeks, Like the pupils of other 


day schools, they arrive by pri- 
vate conveyance or bus each morn- 
ing. An apartment for five is 
rented in town and occupied in 
turn, as groups change, by girls 
who live at a great distance or 
find it inconvenient to reach school 
each morning. 

The working quota is divided 
into three sections: The house 
and yard group care for the build- 
ing, clean the rooms, care for the 
furnishings and make sure that 
the grounds are kept neat and at- 
tractive; the kitchen group plans 
the midday meal with the aid: of 
the supervisor, cook and serve it; 
the third group is employed in the 
sewing room, where household 
linens and garments are made. 

The story of their accomplish- 
ments must return to the begin- 
ning, for these girls are interior 
decorators, cabinet workers, wood- 
carvers, painters, dyers, weavers, 
seamstresses, dieticians, cooks, 
waitresses, dishwashers, maid Ss, 
canners, and expect soon to add 
vegetable gardening and landscap- 
ing to their repertoire, 

The house they occupy had once 
been a rather stately mansion for 
a small town. Its gala days past, 
it had served the county 15 years 
as an alms house, Before the 


a “desk ‘for the supervisor, The 
chairs were cushioned, floors and 
windows polished and the combi- 
nation office and lounge was com- 
plete, 

The sewing room also serves as 
dining room, where cutting mate- 
rial may be whisked from the two 
large tables and service laid for 
lunch, In the sewing room, be- 
fore the tables were provided, the 
students started cutting on a 
board laid across the backs of 
chairs, 

In addition to their own furnish- 
ings of draperies, upholsteries, 
luncheon cloths, cup towels, tea 
napkins, covers, ete,, they haye 
made 50 garments and dozens of 
Sanitary aprons for use by the 
County Health Department, 17 
Sheets, 17 pairs of pillow cases, 
86 dresses and three patchwork 
quilts, pieced from the sewing 
Scraps, Material for these was pro- 
vided by the Welfare Department 
and the finished products were 
distributed among their clients. 

The girls make their own print 
dresses and kitchen smocks. Be-« 
fore coming to the school none of 
them had made a garment, unaid- 
ed, and several of them were from 
homes that had never owned a 
sewing machine, Many couldn't 
“sew a straight seam". Their work 
now would do credit to any mid- 
dle-aged housewife, 

Among their house furnishings 
@re several beautiful rugs made 
from dyed burlap and from twine, 
Small mats are woven from twine 
ravelings on a hand-made frame, 
Along the kitchen wall are hung 
long rows of bright painted cabi- 
nets, made from prune boxes. 
Larger cabinets for their dishes, 
utensils and groceries and a table 
desk were made by the students. 

Lessons in balanced diet and 
meal planning, correct table serv- 
ice, serving and entertaining 
guests at meals, are included in 
the training, Regular meals (only 
lunch is served) consist of a meat, 
three vegetables, a dessert and a 
drink, all chosen for nutritive value 
and small cost. When officers or 
cther friends are guests a more 
elaborate menu is planned, Bach 
girl contributes 10 cents a day for 
her lunch, Bach receives $14 for 
her 78 hours work each month. 

The purpose of the project is 
to give the students practical su- 
pervised training in the various 
phases ,of home making and ex- 
perience in earning and wisely 
Spending money, 

A score card is kept for each 
girl. Should one fail to cooperate 
with the requirements, or in any 
way prove a disturbing element, 
she is dismissed. During the pe- 
viod the school has been in opera- 
tion a noted increase in pride, 
hetter grooming, in personality, in 
quality of work and best of all in 
a cheerful and happy spirit of co- 
operation has been noted in the 
entire student body.

Hight Constitutional Amend- 
ments are to be voted on in the 
seneral election next Tuesday, No- 
vember 6, 

Everyone should vote “yes” for 
Amendment No, 1, This simply 
makes provision for the freeing 
of the only toll bridge in Alabama 

the new bridge across the Ten- 
nessee River at Florence and 
Sheffield, 

Everyone should yote “no” 
against Amendment No, 2, This 
amendment seeks to centralize the 
spending and control of county 
public funds as well as those of 
the state, in the hands of the Goy- 
ernor, It pretends to do one thing 
and actually does several other 
things. “It would not only convert 
the bridge bonds into state obliga- 
tions with the full faith and credit 
of the state behind them, but would 
prohibit all county commissions, 
boards of revenue, boards of edu- 
cation or other state agencies from 
making temporary loans in antici- 
pation of uncollected state reve- 
nues, It confines loans made by

Price Ringo, who is traveling 
for Dorsey Brothers, was in North 
Georgia last week and picked up 
& paper with an article which he 
has brought to us for publication, 


The urticle is from The News, pub 
lished at Millen, Georgia, and fol- 
lows: 


We feel sure that some of the 
old folk who read our paper will 
enjoy this. We picked it up from 
one of our exchanges who in turn 
picked it up from the Trade Schoo] 
News, published by the Alabama 
School of Trades, It is just such 
a slory a8 many of you are able 
to tell with some added to it, per- 
haps, It was written by George 
McKee, of Anderson, 8S. C., He 
called it “These Hard Times?" and 
here is how he put it: 

"Don't talk to me about hard 
times, I was born eight miles 
from a railroad, five miles from 
a school house, nine miles from 
a church, 885 miles from New 
York, 200 yards from a wash hole, 
fifteen feet from a cornfield, and 
8,767 miles from Hongkong. 

“Our nearest neighbors lived two 
miles away and they couldn't read 
or write, I never saw a suit of 
underwear until I was 17 years 
old, and that revelation didn't be- 
iong to anybody in our family, The 
only book in the house during my 
early childhood was a Bible and 
4 catalog somebody sent us. 

“There were twelye members in 
sur family, but, you see we had 
three rooms to live in, including 
au dining room, which was also the 
ititchen, Everybody worked at our 
house, We thought everybody else 
in the world had gravy and bread 
jor breakfast, liver and cracklin’ 
hoe-cake for dinner, buttermilk 
und corn pone for Supper, ‘cause 
that’s what we had, and liked it. 

“Some of us wore brogan shoes 
cecasionally in the winter time, 
We had nice white shirts for sum- 
mer use, We slept on straw ticks, 
and pillows were not thought of 
or required, I didn't know that 
money would rattle until I was 
nearly grown, Father got hold of 
two half dollars at the same time, 
and let us hear them rattle, Taxes 
were not higher, but harder to pay 
than now, 

“We owned two kerosene lamps, 
neither of which had a chimney, 
Our house wasn’t ceiled, but two 
of our rooms had lofts in them, 
We had a glass window in our 
“company” room, Mur nicest piece 
of furniture was a home-made 
rocking chair. Our beds were of 
the slat and tight-rope variety. 
The “trundle bed” took care of all 
the younguns under 5 years of 
age, and it stayed full all of the 
time, 

“We went to school two or three 
months in a year, but not in bus. 
We attended church once a month, 
but not in a car; we used a two- 
niule team. We dressed up on Sun- 
day. We neither wrote letters nor 
received any. We made our own 
lye hominy, distilled our own lye 
from our own ash-hopper. We 
drank sassafras tea and never had 
a yearning for coffee, 

“We sopped our own molasses; 
we ate our own meat; we consid- 
ered rice a delicacy for only the 
preachers to eat; we had heard 
of cheese, but never saw any; we 
knew of some store-bought clothes, 
but never hoped to wear any; we 
Bot a stick of candy and thr 
raisins for Christmas and were 
happy; we loved Pa and Ma and 
were never hungry, enjoyed get- 
ting naked, didn't want much, ex- 
pected nothing And that’s why 
our so-called hard times ain't so 
hard on me.”

STATE OF ALABAMA 


A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1939, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
at the General Election next suc- 
ceeding the session of the Legisla- 
ture at which the election was or- 
dered; and 

WHEREAS, the First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1940, which is the 5th day of 
November, is the time for holding 
the General Election in 1940; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, 
and by the provisions of the Act 
submitting said amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in each 
County in the State of Alabama 
once a week for four successive 
weeks immediately preceding the 
said 5th day of November: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M, 
Dixon, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 5th day of November, 1940 
an election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the 
following proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 

“The State of Alabama is 
hereby authorized to issue not 
exceeding $5,000,000 azgregate 
principal amount of bonds for 
the purpose of paying or retir- 
ing prior to maturity, the bonds 
of the Alabama State Bridge 


Corporation and the bonds of 
the Alabama Bridge Authority, 
Incorporated, which were out. 


standing on July 1, 1939. Said 
bonds shall be general obliga. 
tions of the State ,of Alabama, 
to the prompt payment of the 
principal of and interest on 
which the full faith and credit 
and taxing power of the State 
are hereby irrevocably pleds 
and all of said bonds,. together 
with any other bonds of the 
State providing for a pledge of 
Said gasoline excise tax which 
may be authorized by constitu- 
tional amendment ratified on 
the same day as this amend- 
ment is ratified shall be addi- 
tionally secured, without prior- 
ity of one bond over another, 
by a pledge of the proceeds of 
the gasoline excise tax, author- 
ized to be pledged to the high. 
way bonds provided for in the 
amendment to the constitution 
known as Article XX-A, sub- 
ject, however, to the prior 
pledge of said gasoline tax to 
said highway bonds. The bonds 
hereby authorized shall bear 
interest at not exceeding three 
per centum (3%) per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and 
shall be sold at not less than 
the par value thereof. Said 
bonds and the interest there- 
on shall be forever exempt 
from taxes of every kind. Said 
bonds shall be issued at such 
time or times in such denomi- 
Nations and series and shall 
mature at such times, not later, 


however, than fifteen (15) years 
from the date of issuance, and 
shall have such other terms and 
conditions as may be provided 
by law. In addition to tempo- 
rary loans authorized by Sec- 
tion 213 of the Constitution, as 
amended, the Governor with- 
out further authority is hereby 
authorized to issue and sell at 
advertised public sale during 
any fiscal year, notes evidenc- 
ing temporary loans for the 
purpose of providing funds for 
the payment of appropriations 
at the time or times when the 


funds appropriated are needed, 

The loans hereby authorized 

shall, however, be made only in 

anticipation of the collection of 
taxes payable during such fiscal 
year, and the total amount of 
such loans at any time outstand- 
ing shall never exceed thirty 
per centum (30%) of the esti- 
mated amount of uncollected 
taxes for such fiscal year. The 
uncollected taxes for such fiscal 
year shall be estimated by de- 
ducting the taxes thus far col- 
lected and by deducting the 
taxes pledged for bonds and in- 
terest thereon maturing during 
that fiscal year from the annual 
average of the total taxes of the 

State collected during the pre- 

ceding three fiscal years as cer- 

tified by the State Treasurer. 

Such temporary loans may be 

evidenced by a _ negotiable 

promissory note or notes of the 

State and shall be due and pay- 

able within the fiscal year in 

which negotiated and may be 
renewed or extended but shall 
not be renewed or extended be- 
yond that fiscal year. Both the 
principal of and interest on said 
note or notes shall be payable 
from and secured by a lien 
upon the taxes in anticipation 
of the collection of which they 
shall have been issued and 
Shall also be general obligations 
of the State of Alabama; and 
the full faith and credit and 
taxing power of the State are 
hereby irrevocably pledged to 
the payment thereof. Said notes 
and the interest thereon shall 
be forever exempt from taxes 
of every kind. The State shall 
not, directly or indirectly, ab- 
solutely or contingently, con- 
tract or incur any indebtedness 
or other obligation except as 
provided in this Constitution, 
and no department, board, bu- 
reau, commission, agency, insti- 
tution or office of the State and 
no public corporation or author- 
ity shall ever, directly or indi- 
rectly, absolutely or contingent- 
ly, incur any debt or other ob- 
ligation payable from or se- 
cured by a pledge of any ap- 
propriation or any State funds 
or any other funds, revenue or 
income over which the State 
has any control or issue any 
warrant or order thereon until 
such funds, revenues, or income 
shall have been appropriated 
and collected or anticipated by 
temporary loans as _ herein 
above provided. Any such debt 
or obligation of the State and 
any such debt or obligation or 
warrant or order of any such 
department, board, bureau, com- 
mission, agency, institution, of- 
fice, public corporation or au- 
thority, shall be void and un- 
enforceable; and no State funds 
and no funds, revenue or in- 
come over which the State has 
any control shall ever be ap- 
propriated or used, directly or 
indirectly, to pay the principal 
thereof or the interest thereon. 

Any appropriation for any such 

purpose shall be void," 

I further direct and proclaim that 
notice of this election upon Tues- 
day, the 5th day of November, 1940, 
upon the above set forth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama of 1901, be given 
by publishing the same once a 
week for four successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday the 5th day 
of November, 1940, in each County 
in the State of Alabama in a news. 
paper published in said County.

JESUS DECLARES HIS MISSION 


LESSON TEXT—Luke 4:16-30, 

GOLDEN TEX'T—For the Son of man 
is come to seck and to save that which 
was lost.—Luke 19:10, 


Ready for service! It's an excit- 
ing and auspicious occasion when 
the one who has prepared for a life 
work is ready to set forth on his 
mission, Joy and sorrow mingle; 
encouragement and opposition both 
appear and become his constant 
companions, Recognizing God and 
following His Word is of greatest 
importance on such a day. 

The mission upon which Jesus en- 
tered on the day of our lesson was 
important far beyond any service of 
man, for, while He set out upon an 
earthly ministry of doing good, it 
led to the cross where He wrought 
out deliverance for the captives of 
Satan. That day found Him back 
with His own people in the syna- 
gogue in His home town, 

I, Prophecy Fulfilled (vv, 16-22). 

It is significant and appropriate 
that Jesus’ declaration of Himself as 
the fulfillment of Isaiah 61:1, 2 was 
made in the synagogue on the Sab- 
bath day. He met with the people 
in the house and at the time set 
apart for God's worship. He op- 
posed spiritual deadness, the misin- 
terpretation of the truth, the distor- 
tion of religious principles; but He 
was not, as some would have us be- 
lieve, a religious free lance who 
despised the established worship of 
His people. 

Having been prepared by the 
years of silence, and more particu- 
larly by the baptism and the tempta- 
tion in the wilderness, He appeared 
at the synagogue in Nazareth to de- 
clare Himself as the fulfillment of 
prophecy. 

Those who teach that Jesus was 
only a young Jewish teacher with a 
new philosophy of life have evidently 
not read the Scriptures. He knew 
Himself to be God's Son come into 
the world to bring the good news 
of salvation by His own blood to 
poor, sin-captive, blinded and 
bruised humanity. He is the Sav- 
jour! 

Look at Isaiah 61:1, 2 and note 
that Jesus stopped reading before 
the end of the sentence. ‘The day 
of vengeance of our Gow’ will come 
when Christ returns, This is the 
day of grace. Sinners are urged to 
accept God’s love now, and thus to 
escape the terrible day of judg- 
ment. 

II, Faith Recognized (yy. 23-27). 

The Jews gloried in the fact that 
they were the chosen people of God 
and insisted it was through the ex- 
ercises of their formal worship that 
God's blessing must be received. 
Now this one whom they erroneously 
call ‘‘Joseph’s son’’ (y, 22) comes to 
disturb them in their self-satisfac- 
tion. Seeing their rising resent- 
ment, He declares by striking words 
and example that the benefits and 
blessings of God come through faith 
and not because of any racial rela- 
tionship. 

The glory of Christianity is that 
its grace and power are to be re- 
ceived by faith and are fully and 
freely available to the simplest and 
poorest of men. Race, position, 
wealth, education, have pothing to 
do with it. All too often they are 
a hindrance, although they ought 
rather to be a help. 

Every reader of these notes, re- 
gardless of age, education, wealth 
or any other condition or circum- 
stance of life, stands on an equal 
footing before God and has a full 
and unlimited opportunity to take 
right now, by faith in Christ, all 
that God has for him—salvation, 
spiritual strength and usefulness, 
joy, peace, and all the other bless- 
ings of God. Will you do it? 

Ill. Truth Rejected (vv. 28-30). 

Like a torch cast into gunpowder, 
His words set off all the explosive 
power of narrow bigotry, national 
pride, jealousy, and they were all 
“filled with wrath’? (v, 28). 

They rejected not only the truth of 
His words, but they rejected Him 
who is the Truth (John 14:6), Note 
it carefully—in rejecting or neglect- 
ing His Word, you reject and neglect 
Him, 

Observe that until the time had 
come for Him to be ‘delivered’ 
(Rom, 4:25) into the hands of wicked 
men to be crucified they could not 
touch Him. There is no more 
majestic scene than that in verse 30 
where the Son of God turned at the 
brow of the hill and, walking 
through the midst of the crowd, 
went His way. 

What have I to fear at the hands 
of wicked and gainsaying men as 
long as I follow this all-powerful Son 
of God? He that is for us and in 
us is greater than he (the devil) that 
is in the world (I John 4:4). We 
follow the victorious Christ, who 
quietly but majestically walks 
through the ranks of His helpless 
enemies and goes ‘‘His way."’ Will 
you join us—today?

Governor to be published in each 
County in the State of Alabama 
once a week for four successive 
weeks immediately preceding the 
said 5th day of November: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. 
Dixon, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday, 
the 5th day of November, 1940, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama, in the manner and form 
provided by law; upon the follow- 
ing proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The Legislature of Alabama 
may hereafter, from time to 
time, by general or local laws, 
fix, regulate and alter the costs 
and charges of courts, fees, 
commissions, allowances and 
Salaries to be charged or re- 
ceived by any county officer of 
Morgan County, including, with- 
out limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, the Judge of Pro- 
bate, Tax Collector, Tax Asses- 
sor, Sheriff, Circuit Clerk, and 
Register, including the method 
and basis of compensation of 
such officer, and may provide 
for the placing of any such of- 
ficer on a salary and that the 
fees, costs and allowances col- 
lected by such officer be paid 
into the County treasury.

county agents to P, O. Davis, di- 
rector of the Alabama Extension 
Service, 

“Our farmers are realizing that 
wherever farmers are cooperating 
wealth is accumulating and living 
standards are higher,” Davis says. 
They are being regarded in pro- 
portion to their practice of this 
important principle. Community, 
county and State cooperation has 
grown substantially in understand- 
ing and in application, 

“More than 100,000 farm boys 
and girls are enrolled in 4-H Clubs 
in which they are receiving train- 
ing which will be helpful to them 
when they become farmers and 
join the forward march of Ala- 
bama agriculture, 

“Electric lines continue to spread 
rapidly into rural areas, Wherever 
they go drudgery is removed, eco- 
nomics affected, and living stand- 
ards raised to a higher plane. 

“In mattress making Alabama 
again is far in the lead among the 
States of the South, having made 
more than 200,000 to date. In 
this way surplus cotton is con- 
sumed and many other advantages 
gained, 

“We are making much progress 
in forest fire prevention, fire being 
the arch enemy to timber produc- 
tion, 

“Throughout it all we are shift- 
ing to system of farming in which 
each farmer will have an opportu- 
nity to make wise and proper use 
of all the land he has and the farm- 
er who does this is, so far as pro- 
duction goes, a good farmer, usual- 
ly a successful farmer.”

for a specific purpose and such 
proposition is defeated then no 
second election for the same 
purpose shall be held in one 
year ‘thereafter.” 

I further direct and proclaim 
that notice of this election upon 
Tuesday, the 5th day of November, 
1940, upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901, be 
given by publishing the same once 
a week for four successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday the 5th day 
of November, 1940, in each County 
in the State of Alabama in a news- 
paper published in said County.
